from  the  throat  of  a  camion.  (■hami)lain's  two  Indians  took 
their  stand  ami.  with  a  loud  invocation,  thiew  tohacco  into 
the  foam,  an  offeiiiiii  to  the  local  spiiit.  xhc  .Manitou  of  the 
cataract."

Ottawa  of  To-day. 

To-day  we  see  the  ("haiidici-e  and  the  liideau — so  i;rapli- 
ically  described  hy  ParUnian  in  o;ir  openinu;  para'j:rai)li — 
harnessed  up  to  furnish  "While  Coal"  or  electrical  eneriry 
and  this  has  heen  done  so  cleverly  that  Ottawa  is  iieralded 
far  and  wide,  the  world  over,  as  "Tiie  irreat  cheap  power 
city"  and  yet  is  withal  one  of  the  cleanest  and  most  ordeily 
in   its   industiial   section. 

In  the  ("haudieie  Fails.  I{ide:r,i  l"al!>.  and  numerous 
other  V\atei'  poweis  close  l)y.  Ottawa  has  more  power 
available  for  Comme'cial  puiposo  than  even  the  miiihty 
.N'iauara  supplies     and  at  less  cost.

Wlicii  tli(>  city  is  wnippcd  in  sle(>p.  and  tlio  lijrlit  of  u 
>:Ioriuus  moon  lends  a  fairy  splendour  to  river  and  mountain, 
forest  and  water-full.  loof.  tower  and  steeple;  or  in  the 
less  mysterious,  liut  more  filoricMis  hour  of  sunrise,  one  can 
•  •est  recall  Tarkman's  pir-ture  of  ir.i;{.  F.et  tiie  visitor  make 
his  way  around  the  trreen  terraces  of  Parliament  flill,  to  the 
little  summer-house  that  stands  on  the  edsre  of  the  cliff. 
The  Chaudiere,  in  daytime  silenced  hy  the  noisy  city,  speaks 
aiiain.  as  it  did  l)efore  the  irrepressil)Ie  white  man  invaded 
its  realm,  and  hai'iiessed  its  waters  to  do  his  iiiddini:.  The 
liideau  hidden  from  view  lu'liind  tlie  rocky  proniontoiy  of 
Xepean  Point,  sends  a  majestic  answei-  to  ilie  sonii  of  the 
irreat  cat ai act. 

The  hroad  and  stately  i-ivei-.  its  surface  foam-ci-owned 
and  sparkliiiii  with  a  million  eddies  and  ripples,  flows  swiftly 
hetweeti  hanks  which  even  the  presence  of  countless  lund)er 
piles  cannot  make  anythinir  l)ut  pictu^'estpie.  The  splendid 
sweej)  of  the  lofty  southern  shore,  with  the  jtreen-clad  cliffs 
of  Parliament  Hill  dropping;  sheer  to  the  waters  edsre  many 
feet  helow,  renuiins  still  unspoiled  hy  the  ruthless  hand  of 
man.  I'ine  and  maple,  cedar  and  hemlock,  clinji  to  its 
rocky  face,  as  they  did  when  Champlain  <;a/ed  upon  these 
hei<i;hts  from  his  frail  and  unsteady  canoe,  three  centuries 
ajio.  Midway  between  hill-top  and  watei-'s-ed<re.  just 
visible  throujih  trees  an<l  hushes,  the  Lover's  Walk  circles 
the  cliff,  followiiiii  the  course  of  an  ancient  Indian  trail, 
and  the  later  path  of  pioneei-  raftsmen.  To  tiie  north-east 
the  (latineau  joins  the  Ottawa,  flowing  turhuiently  from  its 
far-off  source  in  the  wild  north  country.  In  the  distant 
hackfrround  the  Liuirentians.  still  clothed  in  primeval 
veidure  from  foot  to  sununit,  lend  an  added  diirnity  to  the 
scene. 

These  mysterious  mountains,  before  whose  vast  anti(|uity 
all  Immau  traditions  siid<  into  nothinjrness;  to  which  the 
hejiimiinji  of  animal  and  plant  life  i<  hut  as  yesterday; 
beside  which  the  venerable  mountains  of  other  lands  are  still 


in  their  iiifuiicy,  pusscss  aii  iiidoscrilmhlo  fascinutidii. 
They  cany  one  l>acl<,  tlirou>rh  iijics  of  ajtes.  tii  the  veiv 
foiindatioii  of  tlic  caitli.  ami  .seem  to  l)o  as  mucli  out  of  place 
ill  tliis  intensely  modern  a^'e  as  a  mastodon  or  a  me^ralo-

The  Parliament  Buildings. 

Much  lias  heen  said  and  written  al»o;it  the  frrace,  l>eautv 
and  dijriiity  of  the  Canadian  Houses  of  Parliament,  hut  to 
know  how  far  short  of  th(>  reality  falls  all  the  praise  that  has 
l)een  lavished  upon  them,  one  must  see  them  in   the  early 
nioriiiii'r,   from   some  such    vantaire   point    as  the  opposite 
shore  of  the   river,   the   l.ridj-e   at    the  Chaudiere.    Xepean 
Point,  or.  perhaps,  from  that  spot  in  front  of  Hideau  Mali, 
which  was  the  favourite  point  of  view  of  the  Princess  I.((uise. 
when  she  occupied  the  \ice-Hejial  mansion  for  a  few  years. 
In  the  early  niorniin!:  hour  wiien  the  risinjj;  sun  turns  roof 
and  ,i:al)le  tower,  spire  and  steeple,  into  a  vision  of  <rlo\viui: 
and   iiiimitahle  lieauty:    when   their  iK.hle  (iothic  outlines 
seem   to   he   part    and   |)arcel   of  the   hold    promontory   on 
which  they  stand,  one  apprei'iates  tlie  force  of  sir  William 
N'aii  Hoine's  strikin<>:  comparison  of  this  yroup  of  l)uildin!is 
to   "a   majestic   irrove   of   pines."      It    is   difficult    to   know 
wliich  to  commend  most  liijihly.  the  perfect  symmetry  of  tlie 
Iniildiiiiis  themselves,  with  their  pure  and  graceful  outlines, 
or  the  unrivalled  felicity  of  the  site,  tlie  ncfcit   hannony 
between  the  work  of  man  and  the  work  of  nature,      l-iven 
the  fastidious  eye  of  a   Huskin  could   liave   found   neithei- 
fault  nor  weaknos  in  this  architect u'al  pictuie. 

Ottawa  a  Continuous  Park. 


Perhajjs.  however,  ficm  a  pi(tu-('S(|;ie  point  of  view, 
what  would  >trike  the  outside  visitor  more  even  than  her 
parks,  is  the  deiiuhtfully  refreshinu  greenness  (,f  Ottawa's 
lioulevards.  The  i)ractice  of  alxilishiiii!:  fences  has  become 
almost  universal  in  the  Canadian  Capital.  M<wt  of  th(>  !>est 
residental   streets   uive  the   appeavaiice  of  a   wiile   avenue,

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rows  ».f  miiplcs  or  vUms  oh  oifhci-  s'uU\  an  cxcollciit  roadway 
flanked  by  Jiraiiolithic  sidewalks,  and  iK-twecn  sidewalk  anil 
lioiises.  a  l)nmd  stretch  of  jrreen  lawn,  extentlin-i  continuously 
from  house  to  house,  down  the  length  of  the  street.  Another 
feature  that  has  ailded  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  Ottawa 
is  the  animal  flower  contest.  estal)lished  some  years  ajro  hy 
Lady  Minto.  wife  of  the  then  (iovernor-deneral.  Her 
Ivxcellency  <jave  several  prizes  for  the  hest  private  «ardens 
and  the  hest-kept  fjrounds.  and  these  competitions,  which 
are  entered  into  with  zest  hy  many  iHM.ple.  have  had  a 
woiiderful  effect  in  Neautifyinjr  the  city,  the  custom  l)ein<j 
contiiuied  hy  her  successors  at  Hideau  Hall. 


Experimental  Farm. 

AlxKit  a  mile  out  of  town,  to  the  south-west,  is  situated 
the  Central  Kxperimental  Farm,  coverinii  some  oOO  acres  of 
jiround.  Here  are  stationed  a  Diiector.  controllinj;  all  the 
Kxperimental  Farms  throujihout  the  Dominion,  an  Knto- 
molojiist  ami  Botanist,  a  Chemist,  a  Horticulturist  and  a 
Poultry  .Manajier.  There  is  fully-eipiipped  lalx.ratory  on 
the  Farm,  for  the  purpose  of  testing:  soils,  fertilizers,  etc. 
and  a  branch  for  testinsr  the  vitality  of  seeds.  The  results 
of  this  and  the  other  Kxperimental  Farms  have  been  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  af-ricultural  interests  of  the 
Dominion. 
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Observatory. 

I'ai'liament  voted  a  consideial>le  SvUn  I',,.'  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Observatory  at  Ottawa,  and  this  is  built  at  the 
Kxperimental  Farm,  the  highest  point  in  the  distvict.  and 
otherwise  well  suited  foi'  the  purpose. 

Monuments  and  Statues. 

The  histoiy.  both  of  Canada  and  its  Capital,  is  too  recent 
tt>  adtnil  of  niuch  in  the  way  of  commemorative  monuments 
or  statues.      Perhaps  the   most    n()tal)le   is   that    of    (^ueen 
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Victoriu,  in  xhv  cj-iitic  of  tin-  I'iiiliaiiinitiiry  l.ilmiry.  Tliis 
is  life  siz<'.  in  inaililc,  ami  was  cxcciitctl  hy  the  late  Maisliall 
WimkI,  an  llniilisli  sculptor.  A  replica  of  the  statue  is  in 
Calcutta.  On  I'ailianieiil  Hill  is  anothei'  >tatue  of  Her  late 
Majesty,  in  lieroic  size,  supported  by  an  einMenmtic  jiioup. 
llie  wlioli'  mounted  on  a  lofty  p«'destal.  This  was  placed  in 
position  since  the  death  of  the  (^ueen,  and  is  tlie  uoiU  of  a 
yoiiiij:  l'"rench-('anadian  sculptor  now  liviiin  in  Paris.  On 
the  same  side  of  tlie  terrace,  overlooking;  the  river  and  the 
Chaudiere.  is  a  statue  of  .\le\iUider  MacUeii/.ie.  the  first 
l-ilieial  Premier  of  the  Dominion  and  another  of  Cartief,  one 
of  the  Fathers  of  Confederation,  after  whom  Cartier  S(|uare 
is  named.  Near  the  ent  ance  to  .Major  Hill  Park  is  a  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  Ottawa  volunteers  killed  in  lh«'  last 
Xoitluvest  Heliellion;  and  on  City  Hall  Siiuaic  a  noMe 
monument  commemorates  the  Ottawa  men  who  died  fo'  the 
Knijiire  in  South  .\frica.  The  memory  of  these  Ottawa 
citizen-soldieis  is  also  kept  jireeii  liy  a  lai-^if  memorial  window, 
anil  a  hrass  talilet,  in  St.  liartholomew's  Church,  the  former 
placed  soon  after  tin-  I'ehellion  of  ISS,').  and  the  latte-  upon 
the  conclusion  of  the  late  wai'  in  South  Africa. 


Drives  in  and  about  the  City. 


It  may  l»e  of  interest  here  to  describe  a  few  of  the  many 
delijrhtful  drives  that  one  may  take  in  the  neijrhhourhood  of 
tlie  City.  Staitinj:  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  one  may 
follow  the  new  Diiveway  still  under  construction  l)y  the 
Impiovement  Connnission.  either  throujih  the  Lower  Town, 
to  New  Kdinl)urij:h.  IJideau  Hall,  and  Pockliffe  Park:  or, 
turnini:  south  follow  the  hanks  of  the  Canal  to  the  lOxperi- 
mental  Faini.  If  one  leaves  the  Driveway  at  Mank  Street, 
and  cro.sses  the  hridire  to  the  southern  side  of  the  Canal,  a 
j;ood  road  hriuiis  one  in  time  to  a  charminirly  picturescpie 
little  waterfall  and  rapids  on  the  Hideau  Piver.  known  locally 
as  the  Hoir's  l^ack.
